Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  annual  report  on  the  state 
of  the  Public  Health,  and  the  reports  by  the  Inspectors  on  the 
Sanitary  Conditions,  in  the  Districts  during  the  year  1946. 

The  Registrar-General’s  estimates  of  the  populations  on  the 
areas  of  the  four  Districts  at  the  middle  of  1946  show  appreciable 
increases.  The  populations,  with  the  increases  in  brackets,  were  : — 
Bushey  13,800  (920),  Chorleywood  4,048  (91),  Rickmansworth 
23,000  (1,190),  and  Watford  Rural  21,360  (990)  ;  giving  for  the 
whole  area  a  total  of  62,278  (3,191).  These  are  the  first  increases 
in  the  estimates  since  1941,  and  they  probably  represent  a  more  or 
less  final  adjustment  for  the  large  movements  in  the  population 
which  have  taken  place  in  recent  years. 

The  number  of  births  in  the  Districts  were  : — Bushey,  Boys  123, 
Girls  99,  Total  222  ;  Chorleywood  36 — 41,  Total  77  ;  Rickmansworth 
260 — 207,  Total  467  ;  and  Watford  Rural  199 — 162,  Total  361. 
The  total  number  of  1,127  births  (618  boys  and  509  girls)  was  the 
largest  number  ever  recorded  in  this  area,  and  it  is  reflected  in  the 
high  birth-rates  for  the  Districts.  The  birth-rate  in  Chorleywood, 
although  not  quite  the  highest,  deserves  special  mention  because 
it  shows  the  highest  rate  of  increase — the  rate  in  1935,  for  example, 
was  6  per  1,000  of  the  population  compared  with  the  rate  of  19  in 
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the  year  under  review.  Over  the  whole  area  the  male  births  exceeded 
the  female  by  21  per  cent,  which  was  roughly  equivalent  to  a  rate 
of  6  boys  for  every  5  girls. 

The  Infant  Mortality  rate,  or  the  numbci  of  deaths  of  infants 
under  the  age  of  one  year  per  1,000  live  births,  was  lower  in  each 
District  than  the  rate  of  43  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rates  of 
13  and  17  recorded  in  the  Bushey  Urban  and  Watford  Rural  Districts, 
respectively,  were  particularly  good.  The  great  advance  which  has 
been  made  in  the  saving  of  infant  life  is  striking  when  the  mortality 
rates  of  previous  periods  are  reviewed  ;  the  average  rate  for  the 
whole  country  during  the  quinquennium,  1871-75  was  153,  the  fall 
in  the  succeeding  years  was  regular  but  slow,  but  it  was  not  until 
the  1916-20  period  that  the  rate  finally  dropped  to  below  100. 
Progress  has  been  rapid  since  then,  and  the  rate  has  been  more  than 
halved  during  the  last  thirty  years.  The  following  analysis  of  the 
principal  causes  of  death  of  children  under  one  year  in  England  and 
Wales  in  1944,  when  the  infantile  mortality  rate  was  45.4,  shows 
the  rate  for  each  cause  : — Premature  birth  11.8,  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  8.5,  Congenital  malformations  5.5,  Enteritis  and  Diar¬ 
rhoea  4.8,  Injury  at  birth  2.4,  Asphyxia,  atelectasis  2.0,  Congenital 
Debility  1.1,  whooping  cough  1.0,  Hoemolytic  disease  0.6,  con¬ 
vulsions  0.6,  Tuberculous  diseases  0.4,  measles  0.1,  other  causes  6.6, 
making  a  total  of  45.4  deaths  per  1,000  live  births.  More  than  half 
these  deaths  occurred  during  the  first  month  of  life. 

The  general  death-rate  and  a  short  list  of  the  causes  of  death 
are  given  under  each  District.  The  rates  compare  favourably  with 
the  rate  of  11.5  deaths  per  1,000  of  the  population  recorded  for 
England  and  Wales. 

The  incidence  of  Infectious  Diseases  was  particularly  low  during- 
the  year  1946,  the  only  exception  being  an  outbreak  of  a  mild  form 
of  dysentery  in  one  of  the  residential  schools.  There  were  only 
145  cases  of  measles  compared  with  698  in  the  previous  year.  The 
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following  are  the  figures  for  each  District  since  February,  1940, 
when  the  disease  was  first  made  notifiable  : —

There  has  been  a  steady  decline  in  the  virulence  and  in  the  fatality 
rate  of  measles  during  the  last  twenty  years — there  were  no  deaths 
from  the  disease  in  this  area  during  the  year. 

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  were  recorded  during  the  year  ;  in 
1938  and  1939,  the  number  of  cases  notified  was  25  and  23  res¬ 
pectively.  The  figures  for  the  whole  country,  owing  to  the  large 
number  involved,  are  even  more  significant,  viz.  : —

This  remarkable  reduction  in  the  number  of  notifications  and  deaths, 
in  spite  of  the  adverse  conditions  of  the  times,  was  due  to  the  general 
adoption  of  active  Immunisation  against  the  disease  in  1941.  The 
number  of  children  under  the  age  of  15  years  in  the  four  Districts 
at  the  end  of  the  year  who  had  been  immunised  against  Diphtheria 
was  9,897,  or  approximately  73  per  cent  of  the  13,442  children  in 
that  group.  Whilst  these  figures  are  good,  continual  effort  is 
necessary  to  maintain  them  at  a  satisfactory  level.  It  is  of  great 
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importance  that  children  should  be  immunised  when  they  are  about 
11  months  old,  so  that  they  will  be  protected  during  their  early 
years  when  the  disease  is  often  fatal.  Children  may  be  given  the 
immunising  injections,  which  are  of  a  simple  nature,  at  any  Child 
Welfare  Centre,  or  by  their  own  Doctor.  The  treatment  is  volun¬ 
tary,  and  free  of  any  charge  under  the  Councils’  schemes  ;  the 
responsibility  for  the  protection  of  a  child,  therefore,  rests  with  the 
parents. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Departments  in  connection  with 
the  general  sanitary  conditions  w^as  very  efficiently  handled  by  the 
Inspectors  although  shortages  of  supplies  and  labour  added  to  their 
difficulties.  A  large  amount  of  work  was  done  to  maintain  the 
purity  of  the  milk  supply  and  to  improve  the  standard  of  housing 
with  the  resources  available. 

Mr.  A.  C.  F.  Gisborne  was  appointed  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the 
Urban  District  Council  of  Bushey  in  January,  1946,  in  succession 
to  Mr.  E.  E.  Ryder,  formerly  Surveyor  and  Sanitary  Inspector, 
whose  valuable  work  in  connection  with  housing,  sewage  disposal 
and  other  sanitary  measures  extended  over  a  period  of  forty  years. 
Mr.  E.  Reeve,  the  assistant  inspector  in  the  Watford  Rural  District, 
was  welcomed  back  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  from  his  services 
as  a  Sergeant  in  the  Royal  Army  Medical  Corps.
